I  sent  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  wMch  I  vvrote  at  once  to  Mamie  and 
Patty.  Ths-t  letter  was  an  error  in  some  respects  as  it  becaiae  clear  later 
that  Elliott  ijad  not  been  shot  in  the  breast  as  he  looked  out  of  the  window 
but  in  the  back  as  he  had  risen  from  his  chair  and  turned  to  take  a  book  from 
tlie  shelf  behind  him.  The  full  charge  from  tne  gun  haa  sbrucic  him  soae 

one-half  dosen  shot  in  his  right  arm;  another  vShot  through  ti^e  heart  and 
heavy  slug,  which  had  been  the  deadliest  missile  and  which  had  torn  through 
tiie  I'ight  chest,  severing  so/ae  of  the  main  blood  vessels  in  the  lungs.
